redaction facilities but scarcity of tb 
material to keep them going.

away for tbe cost of the plant would 
be only tbe beginning of the oatla; 
that would be required to keep the 
works running, or caring for them 
when they remain idle—which woulc 
probably be the greater portion of tb 
tin*.

time. The Governor's objections were 
baaed on the theory that if purchaser* 
were given a years time after interest 
had become doe to pay the same it 
would cause complications and loss to 
the State and was not u good ay stem. 
He alto objected to the bill on the 
grounds that the officers mentioned in 
the bill viz. Comptroller, etc., did not 
exiat in the State. The bill was finally 
passed notwithstanding the Gover- 
nor's veto. 


Mr. Qillespie, the tro«nt member of 


the Storey delegation, answered at roll 
call at tH6~~afternoon session. After 
the special order had been disposed of, 
Mr. McMillan of the .Store? delegation
